STREET CAR HEADS 
STILL STAND FIRM 


Men Urge Original Demand, 
but Employers Say Reject- 
éd Contract Is Best 
They Can Do. 


CURB ON STRIKE TALK. 


Arguments Are Warm, but 
Neither Side Will Admit 
Probability of a Fight; 

Fisher Hopeful. 


Negotiations to avert a strike of the 10,000 
employés of Chicago's surface traction lines 
renewed yesterday made slow progress. 
While the going turned out to be rough in 
places, the contesting traction heads and 
union Officials at night saw hope of smoother 
traveling at a second big joint conference 
of all parties concerned in the wage dis- 
pute to take place in the office of Walter 
l.. Fisher, special traction attorney for the 
city, at 11 o’clock this morning. 

As.a refuge for the disputants in case they 
need it, the state board of arbitration, head- 
ed by Chairman B. F. Shadley of Galesburg, 
hastened into Chicago in the evening and 
took up quarters at the Great Northern hotel. 
Mr. Shadley stated that the members, who 
besides himself are Harry M. Powell of 
Peoria and C. J. Doyle of Greenfield, will 
await an opportunity to give such as- 
sistance as they may. 

In the meantime W. D. Mahon, Internation- 
al president of the street car employés’ union, 
and John M. Roach and Thomas E. Mitten, 
the presidents of the Railways and City rail- 
way companies, held to positions diametrical- 
ly opposite in essentials. Each side claimed 
it was right. Arbitration again appeared the 
most probable ultimate solution of a possi- 
ble deadlock. 

Fisher Remains Optimistic. 

Mr. Fisher still remained hopeful. Follow- 
ing a confernce with Mayor Busse, in which 
he told the city executive that the disputants 
had outlined their positions and were pre- 
pared for determined assaults upon the wage 
problem, the attorney clung to his reiterated 
belief that there will be no strike. 

In view of the acuteness of the controversy, 
it was deemed wise by the conferees to re- 
trict all public statements to as brief general- 
ities as possible. The men on the cars are 
nervous with uncertainty respecting the final 
outcome. It is the common wish to terminate 
the dispute in a business like manner as soon 
as possible. Strike talk on the part of rad- 
icals among the men continued to be depre- 
cated by officials of the unions, however, 
There was a hint of the possibility of the 
unions accepting by referendum the proposi- 
tion of the companies they rejected in maags- 
meeting. 

A feature of the joint conference of trac- 
tion qfficials, union leaders, and the city’s 
representative in the morning was a sharp 
clash between John M. Roach of the Rall- 
ways company and “ Big Bill’’ Mahon, the 
chieftain of al] the union street car employés 
in the country. 

Réach’s Argument Attacked. 

Mr. Roach had come to the conference with 
the idea of advocating a graded wage scale 
such as he once proposed during the previ- 
ous negotiations—a plan to give 30 cents an 
hour to men of fifteen years’ experience and 
proportionately less for younger men in the 
service. Mr. Mahon had come to the confer- 
ence with the intention of advocating the 
original demands of the men, which cali for 
80 cents an hour for men of a year's experi- 
ence. 

Mr. Roach was stating his ideas when the 
union leader from Detroit leaped to his feet, 
breathing sarcasm. 

‘*‘If we work a hundred years we may get 
as much asa dollar an hour,’ he exclaimed at 
the termination of a heated argument on the 
alleged hardships of the employés in work- 
ing under wages such as the traction officials 
say are as large as they can afford to pay. 

‘We don't want the pay in a hundred 
years; we want it now.” 

The office was in confusion for some.min- 
utes. Mr. Fisher, however, came to the res- 
cue and troned out the ruffies in such a way 
as to assure himself that no lasting harm had 
been done. Then the arguments proceeded, 


Traction Heads Are Firm. 

It was made plain by Mr. Mitten and by 
Mr. Roach that there is no intention on the 
part of the companies to consent to conced: 
ing any larger aggregate amount of wages 
than was provided for in the contract which 
the men repudiated. They referred to the 
contract in question as representing an ex- 
tremely optimistic discounting of future con- 
ditions. It appeared from their talk that 
they felt that perhaps they conceded more 
than was wise. 

Both Mr. Mitten and Mr. Roach abandoned 
the rejected contract, to begin again with 
their original offers. And from time to time 
the discussion reached theestage where men 
stood up leaning with their hands upon the 
tables while they looked into each other's 
eyes and expressed their opinione vehe- 
mently. 

Mr. Mitten, it was understood, urged that 
the companies have a responsibility to the 
public as well as to their employés. It was 
pointed out that the companies consider it 
their duty to provide for the men who have 
devoted their best years to the service. 


Plain Business, Say Union Men. 

In return the union officials came doggédly 
back to their contention that ‘* business ”’ 
and not “sentiment ’”’ Is the keynote of the 
negotiations. They were met with a declara- 
tion that consideration for the old men 
whose experience insures the companies 
against expensive accidents Is good busi- 
ness in the estimation of the companies. The 
idea of the traction officials is that money 
spent in such a way is an earnest of the com- 
panies’ intention to stand by the men who 
stand by the companies. 

The recent rejection of the contract by the 
rank and file after the official representatives 


| of the men had approved of it appeared to 


constitute a sore spot in the traction side of 
the conference. 

The declarations of President Mahom to 
the effect that the union side wants to “ do 
business ’" and do it quickly evoked responses 
to the effeet that the recent action of the 
unions in voting down the contract offered 
to them and then calling upon the Interna- | 
tional president to get another one for them 
was unbusinesslike in Itself. This and simi- 
lar differences of opinion furnished plenty of 
sparks by the way. 

Ag the dispute rounded to a cloge, an analy- 
sig of the proceedings showed that the dif- 
ferences are centered chiefly upon the wages 
to be paid to the new employés. The traction

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TRAIN KILLS WOMEN IN AUTO 


Kankakee Hostess and Guest 
from Chicago Die in Crash. 


FIVE OTHERS ARE HURT. 


Happy Picnic Party Is Run Down on 
Grade Crossing. 


AUTO FATALITIES OF YEAR 14 


Kankakee, I!]., Aug. 23.—[{Special.}—Mrs. 
George Granger, - wife of a retired Kankakee 
merchant, and Miss Genevieve Rabig, 1619 
Garfield boulevard, Chicago, an instructor 
in elocution at St. Xavier's academy, Chi- 
cago, were killed and five other occupants of 
a touring car were seriously injured late this 
afternoon when their rented machine was 
run down by a caboose and engine at Hobbie 
avenue crossing of the Big Four railroad on 
the outskirts of this city. 

The following were injured: 

GEORGE GRANGER, badly cut about face 
and head. 

MISS AMELIA FORTIN, spine injured and 
probable internal injuries, 

MISS JEANETTE GRANGER, right leg and 
arm fractured, left leg injured, badly bruised. 

PAUL GRANGER, bruised and shooked. 

IRA DOLE, the chauffeur, badly cut about 
the head and face and bruised. 


Killed on Way to Cemetery. 

The Grangers, with their guest, Miss Rabig, 
were on their way to Mound Grove cemetery 
at the time of the accident. The approach 
to the crossing is on a grade and the auto- 
mobile at second speed had started across 
the track when the chauffeur, Ira Dole, 
saw the engine and caboose approaching. At 
the same time the train crew saw the auto- 
mobile. They were then about fifteen feet 
apart. Cars on a side track had obstructed 
the view of the approaching engine. 

The engine crew attempted in vain to stop, 
while the automobile driver tried to make 
the crossing. On the front seat were the 
chauffeur, Mr. Granger, husband of the dead 
woman, and Paul Granger, a 10 year old son. 
Mr. Granger huried his son to safety when 
he saw a collision was inevitable, but none 
of the others had time to Jump, as the caboose 
crashed into the machine, then squarely 
across the track. 

Auto Rolled Over and Over. 

The automobile was turned over two or 
three times and rolled to one side of the 
track. The two women who were killed were 
caught under the wreckage of the aytomo- 
bile and the caboose. 

Jeanette Granger, the 12 year old daughter 
of Mrs. Granger, wae rolled under the dead 
bodies and pinioned beneath the wreckage. 
She was removed half an hour after the acci- 
dent when the caboose was jacked up. 

Mr. Granger, badly cut about the head, 
was thrown clear of the wreckage, as was 
the chauffeur, who struck, the side cf a 
boxcar. Mr. Granger sought frantically, but 
in vain, to render aid to his family. Ambu- 
lances reached the scene within a few min- 
utes of the Aa sh. 

Miss Amelia Fortin, sister of Mrs. Granger, 
was thrown a distance from the wrecked 
machine, with her back badly injured. She 
was kept ip ignorance of her sister's death, 
while piteously pleading with spectators to 
gave Mrs. Granger, whose body she could see 
underneath the wreckage. 


Husband Is Inconsolable. 

Mr. Granger wae inconsolable when he real- 
ized that his wife was dead. With his son 
Paul he was able to walk to an ambulance, 
in which the injured were removed to the 
Emergency hospital. 

The Granger and Fortin families are among 


the prominent French residents and are num- 


pered among the earlier settlers of the city. 


The car had been rented during the after- 
noon as a part of the entertainment planned 
for Miss Rabig, who had been a guest fora 
few days at the Fortin home. The party had 
ridden to different points of interest In the 
city and before going home some one sug- 
gested a visit to Mound Grove cemetery. A 
short cut was being taken over the seldom 
traveled crossing. 


PARENTS TOLD OF ACCIDENT. 
Until the news of the tragedy was brought 


| by a TRIBUNE reporter at a late hour last 


night the father and mother of Genevieve 
Rabig had heard nothing of the accident. 

P. A. Rabig is a real estate and insurance 
man, with offices at 6836 Ashland avenue. 
His wife stood at his side as she was told that 
her daughter had been injured at Kankakee. 

“ Oh, ‘hope it isn’t serious,” she said, *“‘ and 
yet I am afraid that I shall never see Gene- 
vieve again. She went to Kankakee on Sat- 
urday to visit some friends and we were just 
thinking what a fine time she was having. 
O, why did we ever let her go! She is our only 
child and has been such a comfort to us all 
these years. I know that she is dead. Iam 
convinced that my daughter has been kliiled.”’ 

The mother’s intuition was true, for shortly 
afterward word came that her daughter had 
been killed when the train hit the machine.

ON BOARD STEAMSHIP KAISER WIL-

this afternoon. He remained In the open air 
for half an hour, and conversed with several

SLEEP IN ARDEN TONIGHT. 

New York, Aug. 23.—[Special.)—Edward 
H. Harriman probably will sleep tomorrow 
night in Arden. The Kaiser Wilhelm IL, in 
which he is returning from Europe, ought 
to reach quarantine about 2 o'clock tomor- 
row afternoon, and Mr. Harriman will make 
for his country place just about as fast as 
he can. 

At noon today the Kaiser was 575 miles to 
the eastward of the Ambrose channel light. 
Shipping men figure that if it is able to run 
along at its usual speed of twenty-three knots 
an nour it ought to reach the channel at 1 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon and clear quar- 
antine an hour or two later. 


Fine Skies Bring Him Out. 


The dispatchés received today spoke reas- 
suringly of Harriman’s condition. For four 
days the rolling of the ship, the wet decks, 
and the fog kept himinhiscabin. Today the 
weather cleared up and the seas went down. 
The fine skies brought Mr. Harriman on 
deck for the first time since the ship left 
Cherbourg. He stayed in the open air for 
some time and looked as if he enjoyed being 
let out of the cabin. 

The directors of the Union Pacific rafl- 
road and the Southern Pacific company are 
to hold a meeting tomorrow, the first, ex- 
cept for a meeting last June at which the 
Southern Pacific directors declared a divi- 
dend upon the preferred stock of the com- 
pany, since Mr. Harriman went away. There 
was no expectation in Wall street today that 
Mr. Harriman will be present at the meet- 
ing. 

Judging from current gossip the meeting 
will be more or less formal in character. 
There has been a good deal of talk about the 
likelihood of an increase in the dividend upon 
Southern Pacific common, which has been 
paying 6 per cent, but {n quarters which pro- 
fees to be well informed it was said that the 
directors of the company would not declare 
an increase tomorrow. 

Harriman, the Man, Praised. 

Alexander Millar, secretary of the <larri- 
man lines, spoke of his chief today with a 
seriousness and warmth that brought the 
tears to his eyes. 

‘‘Mr. Harriman,” said he, ‘* has deen pic- 
tured as an ogre, a huge spider, an octopus, 
You don’t know what a big hearted, big 
souled man he really is. I call him today tne 
biggest, the brainiest, the most patriotic 
American we have. 

“ Educated in Wall street, he has none of 
that provinciality sometimes attributed ta 
the born and bred New Yorker. He was ai- 
ways in sympathy with the west and intuil- 
tively divined ite needs.

CANNON ALL WRONG, 
CHARGES FOWLER 


New Jersey Congressman, in 
Open Letter, Reproaches 
Speaker as Ignorant and 

Conceited Traitor. 


SAYS HE KNIFED NATION. 


Declares Record Is Country’s 
Rottenest; Puts Panic Loss 
on Him and Alleges Tar- 
iff Conspiracy. 


UNCLE JOE’S TART ANSWER, 


Asks ‘Why in H—— He Should Notice 
His Critic’ and Says the 
Author of the Letter 
Is a Joke, 


N. Fowler of New Jersey to beard Speaker 
Cannon in his Danville lair. Insurgent of 
the insurgents, Mr. Fowler has voiced hie 
protest in a way not to be misunderstood. 
- Adopting modern methods, however, he has 
not done his bearding in person; he has not 
waited for a chance to do it from hig seat in 
congress, where the gavel of the speaker 
might strut off the impassioned flow of his 
invective, but has taken the correspondence 
system and sent in his protest by means of 
the United States mail and through the press. 
Without mincing words he frankly hastoid 
Mr. Cannon and the public just how he feels 
at being deposed from the chairmanship of 
the currency and banking committee, re- 
counting his labors on thet body, his repeated 
attempts to introduce the bills he thought 
were for the public good, and citing the man- 
ner in which the speaker has frustrated those 
efforts. He charges Mr. Cannon with trea- 
son to the party, intimates that the speaker is 
aligned with the senate combine In favor of 
the “ interests,"’ and asserts that had his bill 


act the late panic would haw@ n averted. 
Of the losses in that panic, Mr. Fowler 
charges the speaker with being responsible 
for at le&st one-half. 


Attacks Aldrich Bill. 

Of the Aidrich-Vreeland bill, he says that 
so poorly were its facts digested and so bad 
was its construction that “ not a single come 
mercial city that ever considered it at all 
fatied to repudiate and reject it as worthiess, 
and, if used, as dangerous.” It was in con- 
templation of the great loss to the country in 
consequence of the panic because of the 
speaker's ‘ignorance, prejudice, and abso- 
lutely unchallenged power,”’ that Mr. Fowler 
determined that so far as in him lay “ never 
again should such a tragedy fall upon the 
American people because the speaker of the 
house of representatives absolutely con- 
trolled legisiation.”” That is why he an- 
nounced himself as a candidate for the place 
at the beginning of the sixty-first congress. 
His only thought was to accentuate the 
platform on which he stood. 

He asks Mr. Cannon if he imagines that he, 
Mr. Fowler, was not aware of the conse- 
quences of thet candidacy. 

“Do you suppose,” he asks, “that I was 
not aware of your ignorance, prejudice, and 
inordinate conceit, favoritism, and putrid 
preferences, and that malice fs the main- 
epring of your every action under such cir- 
cumstances? Do not forget that I chose my 
course in plain sight of your political guillo- 
tine and the political carcasses of those you 
had decapitated, but that it had no terrors 
for me.” 


Cannon Thinks He’s King? 

“ But, sir,” he says again, “ has it occurred 
to you at any time recently that you are so 
intoxicated with your power and so blinded 
by your conceit that you have to al! intents 
and purposes come to consider it a divine 
right, founded on that motto of despotism: 
‘The king can do no wrong ’?”’ 

Coming down to the tariff conferees, he 
charges that the speaker packed the house 
centingent with men who were favorable to 
tne Aldrich bill. In this he specifies the 
men he means, and intimates that they were 
appointed only after they had been approved 
by Aldrich. . 

“TIT have gone into these things,”’ he says, 
“to lay bare your miserable, contemptible, 
false pretenses and to expose your duplicity, 
perfidy, and treachery to that legislative body 
over which you preside, whose bill you were 
bound to defend and not destroy.” 

After having charged the speaker with a 
conspiracy with Aldrich to defeat the party 
pledge, he goes on to ask if he is not engaged 
n another conspiracy involving financial and 
currency legislation. 


Hints at Commercial Plot. 

“ Have you,” he asks, “ already determined 
to bind American commerce hand and foot 
and throw her to the wolves of speculation, 
there to remain the bedraggled prostitute of 
the master operators until the people shal! 
rise in their might and set her free, clothed 
in her right mind, by wise and just financia! 
and currency legislation?” 

Finally he sets forth a series of pledges 
which insurgents and all others should sign 
before beginning the fight against “ Cannon- 
ism."”" The speaker is to be stripped of all 
political power as is the speaker of the house 
of commons. All committees shall be ap- 
pointed by a committee on comittees. 

If the Republican party wins the next 
congressional election it will, Mr. Fowler 
thinks, be only on the grave of Cannonism.

for a seeming justification in the public mind 
for your conduct when you deposed me from

False Pretense Is Charge. 

The reason that you then gave me, and 
which has appeared in the press, is not at all 
the true one, but only a false pretense, as I 
shall proceed to demonstrate in two ways: . 

First—Members who have spoken to you 
urging my appointment to the chairmanship 
kave told me that your objection was because 

-I had worked with those who demanded a 
change of rules of the house, In other words, 
it was a penalty imposed upon free thought 
and independence.

Shows Up Cannon Record, 

Now, what has been your record for the 
last thirty-six years upon the financial and 
currency question—that you should assume 
to dictate the legislation of the United States 
upon this all important question. 

Upon the 14th of April, 1874, you voted for 
a bili which is deseribed by John Sherman in 
these words: “it provided for an expansion 
of an irredeemable currency.’ When this bill 
passed both houses President Grant vetoed it. 
It was the so-called “ Greenback bill.” 

Jan. 17, 1875, the act for the resumption 
of specie payments passed by the Republican 
house by a vote of 136 to 89, but you did not 
vote for it. 

On Oct. 29, 1877, you introduced a Dill 
‘To repeal the time clause of the resumption

act.”’ 
On Nov. 16, 1877, you made a speech de- 


claring that it- was as much repudiation to 
pay in gold alone as in irredeemable paper. 
You had much to say about “ gold repudia- 
tionists.”’ Ag 

On Nov. 23. 1877, you voted for a bill to 
repeal all that part of the resumption act 
which authorized the secretary of the treas- 
ury to dispose of United States bonds and 
cancel greenbacks. 

On Noy. 5 you voted for a bifl for the 
remonetization of silver (Bland bill) and on 
Feb. 28 voted to pass it over the veto of 
President Hayes. 

On Aug. 28, 1893, you voted against the 
repeal of the silver purchase act, and voted 
again against it, as amended in the sen- 


ate, on Nov. 1, 1893, 


Fought Against Gold Standard. 

Sitting in Jackson park one evening, about 
ten years ago, with Mr. H. H. Hanna of 
Indianapolis, I: said to him: 

‘‘We will get no gold standard legislation 

under - present conditions unless we can get 
the speaker to appoint a special committee 
from the hause and algo get one appointed on 
the part of.the senate to study the question 
this zummer, and to report to congress in the 
fall.” ; 
These committees were appointed, you op- 
posing the appointment of the committee on 
the part of the house, and although you 
did all in your power to prevent the adop- 
tion of the report when it was made tothe 
Republican caucus. you were defeated and 
the gold standard act of March 14, 1900, was 
the result of the suggestion made by me. 

What was the real essence of the act of 
March 14, 1900? It was not that we had re- 
declared in favor of the gold standard, but 
that we took some positive action in favor 
of gold as our standard of value by placing 
$50,000,000 more of gold behind the green- 
backs, and made provision for ‘funding the 
national debt into 2 per cent gold coin bonds, 
thereby anchoring the government to the 
gold standard, end, incidentally, saving sey- 
eral millions of interest annually. ’ 


Aided Platt to Sce Light. - 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
how these two provisions got into that 
act. Mr. Frank H. Platt, son. of Senator T. 
C. Platt of New York, who was then a mem- 
ber of the senate finance committee, came to 
consult me about what should be done. He 
said that he wished I would procure for him 
some ‘literature, in order that his father 
might read up on the subject. I told him 
that. the time was too short for any general 
preparation, but said: “If your father will 
get them to put gold behind every greenback. 
and to fund the government debt into gold 
coin bonds, and then should die before he re- 
turned home, you may be proud of his record, 
because he will have served his country

Provision Against Flats. 

“We bought our lots in this section with 
the express provision that there would be no 
flat buildings erected here,” said Charles B. 
Stearns, president of the North Edgewater 
Improved association, last night. 

*“ We paid a good price for the lots on that 
condition, and it is unjust to those who have 
residences here that flat buildings should 
be placed on adjoining lots.”’ 

' “The lots in this part of the city known as 
Cochrane’s subdivision to North Bdgewater 
have heretofore been gold for single resi- 
dences,”’ said Attorney Denis E. Sullivan, 
10560 Winthrop avenue, “ and there is a pro- 
vision in the deeds to the land that it be 

only for residences.”’ , 

“When this section was opened there was 
an agreement that there would be no-flat 
buildings erected here,” said John EB. O. 
Pridmore, 1034 Winthropavenue. “I bought 
here for that reason, as did many others, and 
we paid a good price for the lots on that 
consideration. The subdivision is how al- 
most all built up with single residences, and 
it is unjust to those who built thetr homes 
here that flats should be erected.’’ 

The complainants in the suit allege that 
they purchased lots upon which their resi- 
dences now stand and that John Lewis Coch- 
ran acted as agent with instructions to sel! 
property to such persons only as would 
agree to certain provisions made in the deed. 


Building Agreement. 
Some of the provisions are as follows: 
“That the purchaser would agree not to 
erect any flat buildings on the lot: 
“That no residence should coat less than 


,000. 

“That no fence or fnclosure or other ob- 
struction to the front view of the lots be 
bullt within thirty fee® of the front line 
within ten years.’’ . 

Some of the reasons given in support of the 
objection to flat buildings and set out in the 
bill for injunction are: 

“That the dddition was sold for expensive 
homes, costing from $5,000 to $100,000, and 
that every effort is being made to makeit the 
best residence district in Chicago. That the 
spacious lawns, shade trees, and stone walks 
added to the beauty and that property would 
depreciate if flat buildings were tolerated. 
And that flat buildings are detrimental to the 
peace of the neighborhood.”’ 

Judge McWilliams in the Circuit court 
granted a.temporary restraining order en- 
joining the continuation of the work pend- 
ing the outcome of the proceedings.

Madden is said to have made 
a written contract with the elevator company 
to have the work usually done by elevator 
constructors executed on a parceling out 
system by machinists, electricians, steamfit- 
ters, steamfitiers’ helpers. and structural 
iron workers. The business agent of the 
structural iron workers signed the contract 
secured by Madden, but the rank and file of 
the union repudiated it at a union meeting. 
The steamfitters declined to have anything 
to do with it, but the steamfitters’ helpers 
stood firmly with Madden. 
Work on the elevators in the new building 
of the gas company was pressed under the 
Madden contract while the elevator construc- 
tors remained on strike. The contract for 
putting in the elevators is separate from the 
general contract for the rest of the building. 
The men who worked on the elevators until 
yesterday included machinists and steamfit- 
ters’ helpers. Steamfitters, structural fron 
workers and men of other trades were work- 
ing on the building under other contracts. 


New Council Calls Out Men. 

In order to force the machinists and steam- 
fitters’ helpers away from tlre elevator job, 
the building trades council called out 174 
workmen, including the hoisting engineers. 
Owing to the fact that the codperation of 
the hoisting engineers is indispensable to the 
other unionists employed on the building, 
about 300 men were thrown out of work, in- 
cluding carpenters, structural iron workers, 
bricklayers, and laborers. It was said that 
the steunifitters’ helpers and the machinists 
intended to keep on doing what work was 
possible on the elevators, but the work was 
tied up last night.

STRIKE T0 OUST MADDEN MEN 


Union Forces Quit on People’s 


NEW COUNCIL’S POWER FELT 


Old Leader’s Opponents Take Up Ele- 


Work on the new skyscraper of the Peo- 
ple’s Gas Light and Coke company being 
erected in Michigan avenue was suspended 
yesterday by a strike which involved Mar- 
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to visit them, but I doubt if my time will 
permit. They are to leave in the morning 
by the Mail Express to Calcutta. 
In fact, it seems to be the aim of all the 
passengers to hurry away from Bombay to 
their respective ‘“‘ stations" as rapidly as 
possible, and for this, it seems, excellent ac- 
commodation is provided by the Inaian rail- 
ways, through express trains leaving shortly 
after the arrival of the steamer for all the 
important sections of India. 
Sunday—tThis is my third day in this new 
world. I never before felt so insignificant, so 
utterly bewildered, nor have I ever felt that 
life was so worth the living. If I were to at- 
tempt to tell you all that I have seen for two 
days and a half I sheuld have used up half 
the time that I have assigned for seeing some 
7,000 miles of this country. But I couldn't 
undertake such a task even If I were so mind- 
ed. I would not know where to begin. 
Do you remember how you felt the first 
time you went to the county fair or the first 
time that you saw a big three-ringed circus 
and wished for three pairs of eyes and that 
you could be in three places at the same 
time? 
Well. that feeling affords no adequate ex- 
pression of the way I have felt since I landed 
in this city last Thursday morning. It may, 
however, give you some faint conception of 
my mixed emotions. 


City Smoke Covers Water. 

Yes, Bombay is big. It is even imposing, 
and in many parts of the city arereally beau- 
tiful buildings. The Taj Mahal hotel is not 
only big and imposing and curious in its 
colored-glass mosaics, but it is clean and 
comfortable. I say this because I have been 
told over and over again that there are no 
good hotels in India; but I have also heard 
that the Taj is the only good hotel in India. 
The native quarter is an absolute riot of in- 
terest and I think I should be content to re- 
main here for weeks, strolling leisurely back 
and forth through its crowded bazaars. 
No sooner had our steamer anchored out 
in the open roadway than we were surround- 
ed by a curious medley of boats from which 
climbed venders of fruits and silk-gowned 
Parsi money changers. After the usual! de- 
lay we were taken ashore by the company’s 
steam launch, the ride of two miles being 
through the dense smoke of the city, no sight 
of which did we see until we were well in to 
land. 


Bewildered by Bombay Sights. 
In spite of my daysin the glare of the burn- 
ing sand, I could feel that I was passing 
through sights so novel that my eyes réfused 
sufficiently to focus to enable them to im- 
press my brain, but while I could not un- 
tangle and classify the diverse humanity 
through which I was conducted, I was con- 
scious that I was passing imposing buildings 
and, above all, through avenues of noble 
banyan trees which to me seemed emblem- 
atic of India, with their myriads of out- 
atretched arms and their fingers from the 
extremities of the limbs to the earth. 
After seeing my belongings in my room, 
I hurried at once to Cook's to arrange for my 
tickets and ‘then to the shops for some booka, 
maps, and other impedimenta, and then pro- 
ceeded, or rather was compelled by the per- 
suasive wiles of the Parsi merchants of the 
hotel, to allow them §0 sell me the sort of 
raiment necessary for a trip through India. 
Then I bought a bed, for you will understand 
that there are no sleeping cars in this country 
in our sense of the word and one is expected 
to provide his own bed and a servant to take 
care of it. 
Then I started to do the city. I have ad- 
mitted that I have not succeeded. It has 
done me. The drive along the Malabar road. 
past the stately mansions of the English, and 
the imposing buildings of the university, and 
the thatched huts of the improvised plague 
hospital, past the great, high wall which 
surrounds the burning Ghats, to Malabar 
Point, is extremely interesting and beautify}. 
Parsi Towers of Silence. 
On the way back I presented my ticket 
the gate of the so-called Towers of Silence, 
where the bodies of the Parsis are made 
away with. These Parsis, by the way, seem 
wonderfully prosperous and at night come to 
the hotel in big family groups, dressed 
heavy silks. From their costume and their 
light colored skin they are easily distin. 
guished’ from the natives Perhaps it is not 
proper. to speak of them as natives, for they 
are true Persians and are among the few 
remaining followers of that great and good 
old philosopher, Zoroaster, who gave to the 
world, six centuries before our era, g splen- 
did rel : ae 7 
Weill, I saw the towers; there are several of 
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ers and shrubs and noble trees. Off over the 
blue waters of the sea there is a lovely and 
enchanting view of the far-away mountains, 
while high above the towers rise straight 
cypresses pointing heavenward. 

I did not see a Parsi funeral. I believe that 
this is not allowed. I was told by the guide, 
however, that after certain rites, the nude 
bodies were taken through a sma!! doorway 
and placed within one or another of the 
towers, where they are devoured by vul- 
tures, several hundred of which were resting 
around the top of the walls of the towers in 
statuesque postures. 


Caves of Elephanta Island. 


It seems that this peculiar form of the dis- 
position of the dead is due to the desire of the 
Parsi that the body shall not pollute any of 
the four elements which are held by them in 
great veneration—fire, water, earth, air. 

Yesterday afternoon, with three fellow pas- 
sengers from the Oceana, I made a journey 
of seven miles by the hotel company's launch 
to the interesting rock caves on Elephanta 
island. After landing at the foot of the is- 
land, we had a hard, hot walk up the steep 
hill, over a parched sort of country. then we 
encountered a series of enormous caves, 
hewn out of the solid rock and dating from 
the eighth century. 

There caves are imposing and to me were 
especially interesting for they formed my 
first introduction to many of the gods of the 
Hindu pantheon. There I saw: beautiful 
carved gigantic stone figures of Shiva and 
Parvati and some interesting Shiva |ingams. 
Not only the conception of the deities thus 
depicted in stone was of great interest but 
the art itself. The style of the art is quite 
unlike that of anything which I have seen 
elsewhere. 


Impressions of Bombay Mixed. 


I realize that I have given you no vivid 
picture of the city or of its inhabitants. I 
suspect that Bombay, while it may be typical 
of India in general, is typical of no one part 
of India. It is probably less Indian than 
any other one city. but withal I insist that 
it is imposing and bewildering. 

This never ending throng of Hindus, with 

their curious and diversified costumes and 
caste marks; big, striking Mohammedans 
from the north; the Parsis, with their simple 
robes of silk—representatives, in fact, of not 
only every region of India but of nearly 
every corner of the earth, and the people 
themselves are not the least of the novel- 
ties of this city. 
The impression which it has made on my 
mind will, I am sure, never be effaced. But 
after all it is an impression which is yet 
strange and new and curious and uncanny. 
I shall hope that within a few days I shall 
be able to untangle these impressions and 
preeent them to you in sequence.

Strikers Awed by Troops. 

The news that additional state constabu-

“There is no use now,” said one of the 
giriking men, *‘ to try to resist these mount- 
ed police, as eighty such men, armed as they 
are, are more than a match for a thousand 
infuriated strikers.” 

A meeting the strikers scheduled for this 
afternoon at Indian Mound was not allowed 
to take place. The state constabulary post- 
ed sentries near the mound, and as fast as 
men were seen approaching the hill] from 
the outskirts of the town they were ordered 
back. 

Ever since last night's battle the constab- 
wary force has been doing all possible to 
break the fighting spirit of the rioters.

Twenty-five Arrests Are Made.

State ‘Trooper John C. Smith’ died this 
morning in the Pittsburg hospital from 
wounds ‘inflicted in the riot of last night.

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FIND ACCUSER OF BALLINGER? 


Washington Rumor Says Glavis 
Is Man Who Exposed ‘‘Plot.” 


HE IS A LAND OFFICIAL.

Forestry Agents Alleged to Have Been 
Given Pinchot Arms. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—[Special.]— 
Louls R. Glavis, chief of the fleld division 
of the United States land office, seems to 
haye become the central figure in the Pin- 
chot-Ballinger conservation quarrel. Ac- 
cording to a story in circulation in Washing- 
ton tonight Glavis is the man who has been 
searching for proof of the alleged connec- 
tion of Secretary Ballinger with the Alaskan 
land deal which was the basis of all the 
trouble. 

There was a rumor tonight that Glavis had 
visited President Taft at Beverly and had 
told him what he knew about the alleged 
forestry deal. If this visit ever was made 
it was without the knowledge.of other mem- 
bers of ‘the interior department. The last 
heard from Gilavis by his superiors was an 
official message of routine interest Which 
was sent from Seattle on Friday. ;_ . 

The supporters of the theory that Glavis 
is the man on whom the foes of Ballinger rely 
way that early last spring there was a clash 
between Glavis and other officials of the 
department over the lands now involved in 
the quarre). They assert that Glavis gained 
certain information about the grant in- 
volved, called it to the attention of his 
chiefe, failed to gain action on it, and in- 
stead was made to suffer the loss of his 
chief aid in the investigation. 

They allege that the interior department 
took this method of hushing him up, being 
afraid to dismiss him. 

Alaska Charges Caused Row. 

The whole Pinchot-Ballinger trouble had 
for its basis the assertion that Secretary Bal- 
linger attempted to rush to trial the sult over 
certain Alaskan lands, known as the Cun- 
ningham grant. The opponents of Ballinger 
assert that the government wae not prepared 
in its evidence and that the whole was a 
scheme to turn over the lands, rich in coal 
and timber, to the private interests, headed 
by former clients of Mr. Ballinger. 

On the other hand, the department an- 
nounced there was sufficient evidence on 
hand to enable the government to win its case 
and cancel the entries, 

At this stage it was discovered that the 
forestry bureau agents were in possession of 
all the details of the controversy. A demand 
for an exchange of courtesies In regard to the 
looking over of files, letters, and telegrams 
pertaining to the Cunninghan: entries and 
the section of the Chugatch forest which 
overlies the three of them, it, # sald, dis- 
closed to the land office that Glavis had been 
wiring to the forestry people certain, state- 
ments which had nothing to do with the pro- 
tection of ‘the natienal forests. 

Another chief of a division was sert from 
Denver for the purpose of aiding Glivis in 
closing up the investigations and beginning 
hearings on the Cunningham claims, {ft is 
said, but for some reason:this-extra agent 
was withdrawn and Giavis was left to con- 
tinue the cases. He is supposed to be on 
them now and his last orders are to await 
the return of the land office and forestry in- 
spectors from Alaska and endeavor to com- 
mence the hearings by Oct. 15, 


Doubt Visit to Beverly. 


r It is generally believed here that Glavis 


d.. not visit Beverly; that President Taft 
himself would not permit an interview over 
the head of his cabinet officer. The foes of 
Ballinger, however, assert that the land 
office man would have been justified in mak- 
ing the trip; that the policy of suppression 
is being practiced in the interior department 
to such an extent that many rascals go un- 
iihciale at the land office stated today 
that Glavis was furnished with such funds 
as he needed for prosecuting the proceed- 
ings against the Alaskan entrymen and 
could travel wherever he considers it neces- 
sary to go.

Report of Economy Plan Unauthorized

Any report of immediate changes in some 
of the foreign embassies is discouraged, a)- 
though Ambassador Reid will see the presi- 
dent on Friday regarding the attitude of the 
British government toward this country and 
its wishes as to the next American ambassa- 
dor to the court of St. James. 

Mr. Reid desired to visit Beverly on Thurs- 
day, but that day already was set for the 
coming of Senator Aldrich. who will go over 
with the president and Secretary MacVeagh 
a portion of the report of the monetary com- 
mission. It is probable that the senate leader 
also will discuss other financial matters with 
the president and the secretary of the treas- 
ury. 

The president has selected 230 census su- 
pervisors and has 184 more to discover. He 
hopes to find most of them before he leaves 
for the west, as well as the members of the 
so-called foreign tariff commission. 

A Gelegation from Dallas, Tex., composed 
of Mayor Hay, Judge J. M. McCormick, and 
Henry D. Lindsay, reached Beverly just after 
the president had left for Myopia. They 
asked that the president's stop in Dallas, 
which is scheduled for a few hours in the 
evening, be prolonged until the next morn- 
ing in order that the people might have a 
good view of the chief magistrate. The dele- 
gation found, however, that even such a 
brief delay would completely upset the itin- 
erary ahd could not be regarded as advisable. 


President Wins at Golf. 

Outdoor recreation occupied the greater 
portion of the president's time today. He de- 
feated Rollo Ogden of New York at golf, 2 
up and 1 to play, on the Myopia course. 

The presidential automobile party was lost 
yesterday for a couple of hours In the high- 
ways of Aflington, Cambridge, and Somer- 
ville in an effort to follow the route of the 
British retreat from Lexington. It is scarce- 
ly twenty-five miles in a fairly straight line 
from Beverly to Lexington, but the record on 
the presidential automobile marked eighty- 
four miles when it finally etopped in front of 
the Taft mansion at 9 p. m. after a five hour 
run. 

It is a question that the president has not 
yet decided which he most enjoys, goif or 
motoring. It was figured today that he had 
played -252 holes of golf and might be able to 
hole out 842 times more before he finally 
shoves his putter into the bag on Sept. 14. 


DENY M’KENNA WILL RETIRE. 


Friends of Supreme Court Justice De- 
clare Health Is Good as for 
Some Time. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—The friends 
of Justice McKenna scout the report that 
he is preparing to retire from the federal 
Supreme court bench. They admit he is not 
as robust in health as might be desired, but 
say that his health is no worse than it has 
been for some time.

FIGHT THE WIFE DESERTER 


Commissioners Plan More Rigid 
and Uniform State Laws. 


WOMAN SELDOM AT FAULT. 


Stricter Regulation of Marriages Also 
Is Being Sought. :

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 23.—[{Special.]—The 
commissioners on uniform state laws, now 
In session here, are endeavoring to formu- 
Twte a law which shall mete out just punish- 
ment for wife desertion and nonsupport. 
The discussion today also included the first 
draft of a law to make uniform ali marriages 
and licenses to marry. 

The more rigid wife desertion punishment 
was urged on information that in only one 
case out of six of wife desertion the women 
are at fault, and that the usual deserter is 
not physically ill or weak or @iscouraged, 
nor desperate because of his helpmeet’s tem- 
per and housekeeping, but is an able bodied, 
young man seeking to,indulge a selfish na- 
ture. 


— 
Wife Desertion Is Increasing. 

From the best statistics, the committee re- 
ports, wife desertion is increasing, and it ap- 
pedrés to be due to moral rather than to phys- 
ical causes. The deserter usually abandons 
his home because he wants to avoid ordinary 
cares or some unusual trouble. 

The figures on. which the committeemen 
proposing the uniform law base their asser- 
tions were gathered from specific instances 
coming under the observation of William H. 
Baldwin of the board of managers of asso- 
ciated charities in Washington and the asso- 
ciated charities bureaus in Boston, Philadel- 
phia and New York. 


Deserting Mother Also Punished. 

But the man is not the only deserter aimed 
at by the proposed law. It is provided that 
a woman who, able to support the children 
dependent on her, deserts them, shall be 
deemed guilty of desertion 

The penalty recommended for the offense 
for either male or female deserter is a fine 
of not more than.$500, or imprisonment at 
hard labor for pot more than twelye months. 
Should a. fine be paid,.the court may direct 
it, in whole, or in part, to. the -wife or to the 
chiidren.. The. offense also is: made extra- 
ditable. . %&

—! STEWARD TO HOLD 


OFFICERS TO MARK 


New Police Chicf Will Not 
Permit Any Shifting of 
Responsibility. 
STARTS MERIT. SYSTEM. 
First Step: Made Toward Keep- 


ing Close Account of Every 
Man’s, Record. 


In his first day of active duty Col. Le Roy | 
T. Steward, the new chief of police, gave an’ 


indication of what his attitude will be in 
placing the responsibility for failure to carry 
out orders and perform their duty by mem- 
bers of his department. 

There wil! be no shifting of responsibility 
upon subordinates. There will be no scape- 
goats for the men higher up. If there is 
blame to be borne they will bear it and take 
the consequence, Each will be responsible 
for the acts of the men under his direct 
charge. ; 

That, in substance, is what he wil! tell 
his inspectors who have been summoned to 
meet at his office at 11 o’clock today. He 
will notify them that he will:hold them re- 
sponsible for conditions and events in their 
respective <ivisions. He will warn them 
that if they give orders and the orders are 
not carried out by the subordinate officers 
they will have to get after their subordinates 
and compel the discipline he demands. 


Gets New Plans Under Way. 

This attitude manifested itself in two ways 
before Chief Steward had occupied his office 
in the city hall a full working day. He 
was busy receiving callers, accepting con- 
gtatulations, and “getting acquainted ”’ 
nearly all day long. But he took time to 
institute what he considers the first steps 
toward carrying out his ideas. 

In the first place, he explained that after 
he has talked to the inspectors he will take 
the first epportunity of meeting the district 
commanders — the captains — whom he ex- 
pects to call together in the several divi- 
sion headquarters either late this week or 
early next week. 

Then he will go no lower in the scale. The 
subordinates—the lieutenants and sergeants 
—to him will be merely part of the equipment 
of the higher officers. If one of them “ goes 
wrong ’’ or makes a mistake his superior will 
anewer to the city hall. So far as the chief 
goes, the minor officers will not be recognized 
in any way as responsible for failure to 
carry out his orders. 

In the second place, he disclosed this in- 
tention of holding the inspectors entirely re- 
sponsible for their divisions by instructing 
them that their markings will fix the efficien- 
cy records of the men who took the lieuten- 
ancy examination a month ago. 


Efficiency Marking System. 

In addition it was said the chief had given 
initial instructions for the introduction of an 
efficiency marking system throughout the 
department much similar to that in use in 
the detective bureau. Once, immediately 
after his appointment, he intimated a hope 
of building up a merit recording system that 
at a glance would show just what every man 
in the department had been doing. 

The only other action of an official sort 
taken as significant was Chief. Steward’s 
statement that all rumors of “ shakeups ”’ 
were without foundation. He gaid he had 
none under consideration and that he wanted 
to allay any fears that had been aroused by 
reports. 

“The men in the department need feel no 
alarm about a shakeup,” he explained. “I 
dislike rumors of that sort. These men have 
wives, children — families dependent upon 
their positions for a Hving. Naturally they 
grow anxious when rumors of sweeping 
changes are circulated and: I realize how 
they feel For that reason I want to say 
that I nave planned no transfers and I have 
none under consideration.” 


Calls on Mayor Busse. 

Of the three score or more visitors who 
called on the chief several were men who 
will be associated with him in an official way. 
He called on Mayor Busse as soon as he ar- 
rived at the hall, but not much more than 
a ‘‘ Good morning ’’. was exchanged, and just 
before leaving for home Mayor Busse dropped 
into his office *‘ just to ask how things were 
going.”’ 

Several floral pieces and bouquets were sent 
to Chief Steward's officeduringtheday. The 
most impressive were a five foot loving cup 
of gaylax leaves baring a bunch of red roses, 
sent by the men of Inspector Revere’s divi- 
gion, and a floral chair of asters and carna- 
tions, sent by the United Police, a protective 
association of the department. There also 
were bouquets from the central division, the 
matrons of the department, and Col. Stew- 
ard’s former associates in the postoffice.

Firemen Find Doors Locked. 

She told the police she carefully locked 
all the doors before leaving. The firemen 
found them locked and had to break down 
a rear door to gain an entrance. Mrs. Rus- 
sell carried no insurance on her furniture, 
She has lived there three years. 

Mrs. H. N. Harris, 2107 West Monroe street, 
wife of the owner of the building, said she 
knew of no enemies her husband had and 
could ascribe no reason for the fire. 

Six detectives assigned by Lieut. Hartford 
made a thorough investigation of the prem- 
ises without finding any clew to the incen- 
diaries and Fire Attorney Frank Hogan also 
began an investigation. Nothing, as far as 
could be learned, had been disturbed in 
any of the rooms and the police discredit 
the theory that burglars started the fire. 
Neighbors said they saw no one about the 
place in Mrs. Ruseell’s absence. 


® May Explain Church Blaze. 

The Austin police say Charles McGorry, 28 
years old, who is under arrest, may be con- 
nected with the church fire. According to 
Lieut. Zimmer of the Austin police station, 
McGorry confessed he forced an entrance to 
the church on the night of the fire by smash- 
ing one of the windows. The police believe 
he may be of unsound mind. 

A corncob pipe found in the church after 
the fire led to McGorry’s arrest. Anthony 
Sorenson of 1846 Walnut street identified the 
pipe as McGorry’s.

PAULHAM SHARES HONOR 


Rheims at Once They Can- 
not Be Counted. 


fer CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
IMS, Aug. 23.—Today’s proceedings in 
the big aviation meet included another vic- 
wry for America. Glenn H. Curtiss, Amert- 
can aviator, in his biplane, made a record. 
He covered one lap of the course, 6% miles, 
ip 8 minutes 355% seconds. 

Curtiss and M. Paulham, representing 
prance, divided the honors of the second 
ésysof aviation week, the former with his 
thrilling flight just before dusk, in which 
he lowered the speed record for the course, 
the latter in making two impressive high al- 
titude flights. 

Curtiss’ performance began at 6:21 p. m. 

as the time limit for the start for the 
Champagne prize was expiring, when the 
American enthusiasts had abandoned hope 
o@ seeing their representative take the field. 


Then the American Started. 
Amid the’ unbounced jubilation of the 
French spectators, Bleriot only a few minutes 
before had clipped sixteen seconds off Le- 
febvre’s ~“ecord, made yestérday with Ais 
powerful eighty horse power monoplane. 
Suddenly at one end of the field acry went up: 
“The American is starting.”’ 
All eyes were strained to that particular 
t, where Cortland Field Bishop, presi- 
dent of the Aero Club of America, and a 
crowd of other admirers surrounded Curtiss 
Weather conditions suited Curtiss exactly, 
for the flags on the grandstand were per- 
fectly still, and when the official signal cone 
was hoisted it showed that the wind was 
under six miles an hour. 


Ascent of Airship Splendid. 

With a preliminary run along the ground 
ef 100 yards, Curtiss’ machine rose lightly 
and shot by the tribunes at a height of sixty 
feet. It was going at a terrific pace, with 
the wing as level as a plane. The ascent 
was splendid, and the airship flew steadily 
and faultlessly. 7 

Cheers broke out from the Americans in 
the grand stand, and there was considerable 
betting as to whether Curtiss would be able 
# break Bleriot’s record of 8:42 2-5 for once 
ground the course, which had been made 
earlier in the afternoon. 

Before Curtiss had been sailing four min- 
gtes the cry went up from the press box that 
he was down, but it soon was discovered 
that this was a mistake. It wasa Wright

Curtiss flew on at much the same height 
until the circuit was complete, and the ma- 
chine landed as easily and lightly asa bird.

Curtiss said he had not pushed his machine 
to the limit of its speed, and laughingly de- 
clined to say more, adding that the most 
interesting incident of his flight was the 
view he got of his fallen rivals strewn 
around the course. The American was over- 
whelmed with congratulations from all sides.

HE LOSES HIS  PULPIT. 


Massachusetts Town Angry at Alleged 
Bogus Baby Tale. 


Northampton, Mass., Aug. 23.—[{Special. }— 
It looks as if the quadruplets said to have 
been born to the Rev. and Mrs. Samuel H. 
Secombe, formerly of Chicago, but now of 
Goshen, a town near this city, are myths. 
The people of the little town. where Mr. 
Secombe preached for a time imthe Congre- 
gational church are astounded at some of 
the developments. 

The parents of the alleged quadruplets, 
who came to Goshen bringing with them four 
other children, have been the object of sym- 
pathy=because of their needy circumstances 
and there have been large contributions of 
money to help them. 


Secombe Barred from Pulpit. 

After Secombe had preached in Goshen a 
few Sundays éarly in the summer an inves- 
tigation led to his being shut off from preach- 
ing. 
Yhe family was allowed to remain in the 
church parsonage, but on the revelation of 
what appeared to be facts showing the al- 
leged quadruplets spurious, the people of the 
town became so incensed that they asked 
that they leave town within two days. 

Physicians and others in Chicago who be- 
came interested in the birth of the quadru- 
plets and made investigations found that 
the Rev. Qrrin Jenks, an Adventist minister, 
married Mr. and Mrs. Secombe in 1908, and 
that quadruplets were born, so it was said, 
last May, and the mother came with the 
children to Goshen June 21 to join Mr. Se- 
combea 

Woman Tells of Burglar. 

Mrs. Secombe’s explanation of her arrival 
was that she was frightened by a burglar 
breaking into the house and attacking her. 

Persons who were acquainted with the Se- 
combe family in Chicago and next door 
neighbors living at 2143 Fulton street say 
no babies were born in the Secombe house- 
hold, but assert a baby was adopted in April 
and they are sure Mrs. Secombe’s house never 
was entered by a burglar.

CLASH OVER FOOD 


War at Denver May Revolu- 
tionize Conditions of Con- 
trol in United States. 


BIG FIGHT ON BENZOATE. 


Commissioners, Chemists, Scien- 
tists, and Liquor Agents to 
Take Part in Struggle.

Denver, Colo., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—James 
Wilson, secretary of agriculture, and Dr. H. 
W. Wiley, chief ‘chemist of the department 
of agriculture, have come to the parting of 
the ways on the food subject. 

Each has thrown the gauntlet to the other 
and a battle royal is to be fought out at the 
convention of the association of state and 
national food and dairy departments, begin- 
ning tomorrow. 


The outcome may revolutionise food con- 


trol conditions in the United States and lend 


an entirely different aspect to interpretations 
of the national food law. 

Efforts of friends today to effect a recon- 
cillation between these two highest food 
control officers failed utterly, and the conven- 
tion will open with every delegate aligned on 
one side or the other. Food commissioners 
and chemists from the different states, na- 
tional food officers, leaders in medica) and 
scientific organizations and representatives 
of the food and liquor interests are here to 
take part in the struggle. 


Clash Over Benzoate of Soda. 


Just now the forces seem pretty evenly di- 


vided and no man can tell who the winner will 
be. Benzoate of soda is the bone of conten- 
tion. One side avers that this chemical is 
necessary to the proper preservation of foods 
while the other declares it unnecessary and 
harmful. 

The conflict between the two big food of- 
ficers will result either in an indorsement of 
benzoate or a denunciation of it. It also will 
result in the upholding or condemnation of 
the report of the referee board of scientific 
experts and the ruling of the board of secre- 
taries which sanctioned bengoate as a food 
preservative. 

In the report on his poison squad investi- 
gations Dr. Wiley declared benzoate to be 
exceedingly harmful to the human constitu- 
tion. The association of state and national 
food and dairy departments also denounced 
it at the last convention, held at Mackinac 
Island. The American Medical association, 
at its Atlantic City convention, adopted reso- 
lutions calling upon President Taft and the 
food control authorities to prohibit manufac- 
turers from using the preservative in any 
quantity, avowing it to be a dangerous drug. 


Board Declares It Harmless. 

On the other band, the referee board of 
scientific experts, composed of some of the 
foremost college scientists in the country, 
found that the use of benzoate of soda to the 
limit of four grams a day is not harmful. 
Based on this report the former board of 
rules and regulations, which, at the time, was 
composed of Secretaries Wilson, Straus, and 
Cortelyou, made a ruling declaring it harm- 
less and placing no restriction of any kind 
on its employment as a food preservative. 

The board of rules and regulation@is the 
foremost food control body in the country. 
At present it is composed of Secretaries Wil- 
son, Nagle, and MacVeagh. The latter two 
secretaries have never declared themselves 
on this question, but prevailing opinion is 
that they side with the views of Secretary 
Wilson. 

The referee board is composed of Dr. Ira 
Remsen, presiden: of the Johns Hopkins 
university; Prof. Russell B. Chittenden, di- 
rector of the Sheffield Scientific school and 
professor of physical chemistry in Yale; Dr. 
John B. Long, professor of chemistry of the 
medical school of Northwestern university; 
Dr. Alonzo B. Taylor, professor of pathology, 
University of California, and Dr. C, A. Her- 
ter, professor of physiological chemistry of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, New 
York. 

Some Manufacturers Against It. 

Most of the food manufacturers favor the 
use of benzoate because it greatly cheapens 
the cost of production and, they claim, makes 
the food keep longer and in better condition. 
However, there is a powerful organization of 
fool manufacturers known as the Associa- 
tion for the Promotion of Purity in Food 
Products, every member of which has dis- 
carded the use of all chemical preservatives 
and which is on record as declaring thent 
harmful. 

The reason the interest in the agitation is so 
intense is because if benzoate is finally found 
to be harmful, its use eannot be permitt«d 
under the national food law, which states in 
substance that no harmful) or injurious ma- 
terial shall be allowed in foods. 

Some of the delegates think the “ model 
state law ’’ as framed by Commissioner E. F. 
Ladd of South Dakota ought to prevail. 


Wilson Says “Change Defects.” 

“ The federal law has been adopted to give 
uniformity,’’ said Secretary Wilson today. 
“Twenty-five states have adopted the fed- 
eral law without material change. The way 
to get a model law is not to undo what has 
been done, but to change the federal laws 
where defects are found.”’ 

George McCabe, solicitor of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, contends that to change 
the federal law for the Ladd “ mode! law " 
would be unwise. The Ladd followers assert 
that the federal law is not suitable for the 
needs of all the states, 

That the convention will take definite ac- 
tion for submitting to state legislatures a 
“model food bill’’ was expressed after a 
preliminary meeting tonight of a special com- 
mittee headed by Dr. Ladd. It is the plan 
to forward the drafted bill, after its ap- 
proval by the convention, to the various 


states.

No Troops Moved Near Galeana. 

. It can be stated with certainty that recent- 
ly there has been no movement from Saltillo, 
Monterey, or Monte Morelos to or in the 
vicinity of Galeana. The two former men- 
tioned citles are on the line of the Nationa] 
Railways of Mexico. Monte Morelos is on 
the line of the Mexican Central or the old 
Monterey and Mexican Gulf railroad, a line 
running from Monterey to Tampico. No 
troops have traversed either of these lines 
today. 

The source from which this information is 
gleaned ridicules the story that federal troops 
are endeavoring to bring about the arrest of 
Gen. Reyes and points out that such action 
would only result in a state of affairg that 
has thus far been avoided. 


Gen. Reyes in Background. 

Gen. Reyes is taking no active part in the 
political efforts of the Reyistas to bring 
about his candidacy for the office of vice 
president. \ 

So popular is the general with his party that 
it is feared any effort on the part of the 
federal government to place him under arrest 
would incite his zealous partisans to such an 
extent that riot and bloodshed would result.

Clipperton Group in Pacific

CLAIMED BY TWO NATIONS, 


France and Mexico Both Professed 
Rights to Ownership. 


Mexico City, Aug. 23.—Dispatches from 
Acapuleo say the people of that port believe 
the Clipperton islands were swallowed up by 
the sea during the recent earthquake. 

No word has come from the islands and as 
the neighboring bed of the ocean was greatly 
disturbed, the port officials at Acapulco are 
urging the war department to send out the 
gunboat Gen, Guerrero “in search of the 
islands.”’ 

The assertion of the Acapulcoans has not 
duly impressed the war department, as no 
gunboat has been ordered in the quest. 

Federico Gambro, formerly subsecretary of 
foreign affairs, now is in Europe to present 
Mexico’s claims for the ownership of the 
islands before the Italian arbitration court. 


Ownership of Islands Disputed. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—Nature has 
settled a dispute between two great nations 
if the report that Clipperton islands were 
swallowed up by the sea during the recent 
earthquake is true 

The islands lie 670 miles southwest of Aca- 
pulco, in the Pacific ocean. France claims 
them because they were discovered by a 
French captain two centuries ago, but Mexico 
also asserts ownership over them. Italy has 
recently offered to act as arbitrator to settle 
the dispute. 

The islands are a low cora! belt of sandlike 
appearance inclosing a lagoon about two 
miles in diameter. Their only redeeming 
physical feature is an anchorage on the 
northeast side where there are twenty to 
thirty fathoms of water with good holding 
ground.

The Cannon Ball rivers in North 
Dakota form the northern and the Cheyenne River the southern boundary. There will be 


about 7,000 quarter sections allotted to settlers. 


The land lays well for farming over most of the reservation, but there is some rough land, 
particularly along the creeks. The soil is a light loam and there is some gumbo north of 


the Moreau River. 


The soil is fertile, and, where it has been farmed by the Indians, good 


yields of grain have been raised, also squaw corn. The land is similar to that in the coun< 


ties on the east where land sells for $25 and $30 per acre.

Who May Secure a Homestead—Under the homestead laws of the T/nited States, a per- 
son who is not the owner of more than 160 acres of land in any state or territory, who is a 
native born citizen of the United States, or has been naturaltzed, or declared his intention to 
become a naturalized citizen of the United States (i. e., one who has taken out his first papers 
of citizenship), who is over the age of 21 years or the head of a family, may make a homestead 
entry of not exceeding 160 acres of any of the unoccupied public lands of the United States.

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| CHANGES IN FOOTBALL RULES 


Important Modifications Are 
Made by Committee: 


AIDS DEFENSE MATERIALLY. 


Value of Kicker Lessened; Field Goals 
Count Three Points. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 


With the approach of the football season 
few coaches and Players are aware of a 
change in the rules which will have a direct 
bearing on the game this year. The modifi- 
cations appear in Spalding’s 1900 football 
guide, which was put in circulation yester- 
day, and was not given general publicity at 
the meeting of the national football com- 
mittee last winter. 

One alteration concerns the defending team 
when a touchback is scored. The usual 
method of again putting the ball im play 
when a touchback was made was for the de- 
fending team to kick out from its own 
twenty-five yard line. This gave the kicking 
team a poor chance to work the ball out of 
its territory, for when the ball was kicked 
is generally was sent soaring through the air 
from the twenty yard mark, as the opposing 
center is allowed to block by standing on the 
twenty-five yard mark. 


Advantage for Offense. 


In case a strong wind was blowing against 
the kicker he could not boot the oval more 
than thirty yards, and as the kick had to be low 
against the wind it gave the opposing player who 
Caught the ball an opportunity to run it back at 
least half of its distance, which placed the offensive 
team in a scoring position once more by the air 
line route. If the field goal scoring process failed a 
touchback resulted, and the same procees had to be 
gone through again without giving the defending 
team a chance to advance the ball. 

Another bad feature of the old rule was the kick- 
ing over the goal line on the kickoff. A team 
which possesses a good kicker generally will choose 
to kick off if the toss is won instead of receiving 
the kick. This is done so that the ball may be 
kicked over the line and the opponents forced to 
kick out from the twenty-five yard line. After all 
this has been done the team which Originally kicked 
off will obtain possession of the ball in their op- 
ponents’ territory, while the other team has not 
had a chance to show its ground gaining abilitfes. 


Now from Twenty-five Yard Line. 


Apparently all of this was taken into considera- 
tion byt the committee for the rule has been 
changed to read that when a touchback has been 
scored the defending team will have the privilege 
of kicking out from the twenty-five yard line or 
putting: the ball in play on the same mark by a 
scrimmage, the oval to be in the possession of the 
defending team. 

A most vital change is that regarding scoring. 
For several seasons the advisability of reducing 
the value of a field goal has been discussed, and 
particularly the advisability of reducing the value 
of a kicked goal from placement. This year the 
matter took on form, and the value of a field goal 
was reduced from four points to three, regardless 
of how the goa! from the field might be scored. 

Minor alterations were made in the use of the 
forward pass. These were made principally to help 
the officials in determining the legality of plays in 
which the forward pass was a predominant factor. 
The play came in for a lengthy discussion at the 
committee meeting, and it was decided to let the 
rules governing it stand for another year to give it 
a thorough test. The only modification in this play 
affects the playing of the ends, who will be com- 
pelled to stand either on the line of scrimmage or at 
least one yard back of {t. When in the latter pos!- 
tion the ends are not eligible to receive the pags, but 
the shift makes the tackles eligible to receive the 
throw. This change was enacted so that the offi- 
ciajs can readily determine the players who are ell- 
gible to receive the ball. 


When Referee Blows Whistle. 


In several games last year the referee blew his 
whistle to indicate a foul, sometimes inadvertently, 
and as the referee’s whistle made the bal! dead it 
was impossible for the offended team to take aéd- 
vantage of whatever run they made by refusing the 
penalty. For this reason the rules this year cal! 
patticular attention to the fact that the referee 
should never under any circumstances blow his 
whistle to thus indicate a foul. However. if he 
should inadvertently do so the ball is dead and the 
play must stop 

Because of the misunderstandings at times last 
year regarding the limitations of positions, a rule 
hag been made to show that the limitations apply 
only to the team on the offense, but any attempt at 
evasion in order to get around the rule will not be 
permitted by the officials. It also was decided 
that the position of the referee should be behind 
the offensive team.

PREVENT KILLING 


——— 


Recurrence of Speedway Dan- 
gers Will Be Minimized 
by A. A. A. 


TESTS ARE TO BE MADE. 


Cars Must Undergo Examinations 
by Experts and Drivers 
by Physicians. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 23.—{Special.J— 
The killing of five persons in the automo- 
bile races on the Indianapolis speedway last 
week will cause a radical revision of the 
rules of racing by the American Automobile 
association and hereafter no races of 230 
and 3800 miles will be run under its sanction 
except upon conditions that will minimize 
if they do not wholly remove thé dangers 
that attended the racing here. 

President Speare of Boston said before 

leaving here for his home that sanction will 
not be given in the future.to such races as 
the Wheeler and Schebler and Presto-Lite 
trophy events, in which the five people were 
killed. 
, According to Speare, no driver in good 
standing with the A. A. A. will be permitted 
to drive on a circular track a complete race 
as long as 250 or 300 miles. If races of 
that kind are sanctioned it will be only with 
the specifications that the drivers be changed 
and examined by physicians, who will at- 
tend, to their physica! fitness, 


Examination of Drivers. 


Particular attention will be paid to the con- 
dition of the drivers ana cars, according to 
the A. A. A. president, who expressed the opinion 
that the three accidents were largely caused by 
exhaustion on the part of the drivers. It probably 
will be specified in the rules governing long dis- 
tance races in the future that all drivers be com- 
pelled to give way to substitutes when 100 miles 
has been completed and that five or, ten minutes 
be taken out for examination of cars by expert 
judges. 

The Indianapolis motor speedway cfficials are 
heartily in sympathy with these recommendations 
and will insist that they be observed in future 
speedway events, even if the A. A. A. does not 
draft rules to that effect. Speedway officiale say 
that long distance races will never again be ar- 
ranged under the conditions that governed those 
of the opening meeting. It is said that there will 
be long ‘races in the future when the. inside. course 
of 2% miles has been finished and under conditions 
that are regarded safe. : 


Precautions for Long Race. . 

A twenty-four hour race already has been an- 
nounced for Friday and Saturday, Sept. 23 and 24, 
but the drivers will be changed frequently in that 
contest and every precaution, including the fre- 
quent inspection of cars, will be taken to insure 
safety.

And they controlled him in such a way 
as to hinder, check, and defeat measures 
which meant much to Chicago.

They are the men who 
compelled poor Miller to violate the con- 
stitution by refusing a roll call on the 
Mueller bill. They are the men whose 
arrogant and ‘despotic actions precipitated 
a physical revolution in the Illinois leg- 
islature.

Mr. Lorimer was in his seat and voted 
on such party measures as the organiza- 
tion of the house, the adoption of the 
rules, and in the Howell-Connell. contest- 
ed election case. He voted against civil 
service on Jan. 14, 1904, and his last vote 
jwas recorded in favor of the St. Louis 
fair appropriation on Feb. 11, 1904. 
After that time he was in Washington 
for a day or two at a time, but was not 
in his seat. Mr. James Tawney, the Re- 
publican whip, frequently asked [Illinois 
members about him and his whereabouts, 
and said confidentially to one of them 
that he did not believe Lorimer had been 
in his seat more than two working weeks 
during the whole session of congress. 

Mr. Lorimer was not present when any 
‘measure of local interest to Chicago or 
vicinity was under consideration.

Today Tue Trisune has no reason to 
recall one word of what it said five years 
ago. Mr. Lorimer had not “ mended his 
ways” five years ago, nor have we pres- 
ent proof that he has mended his ways 
since. Before he can enjoy any measure 
of confidence of the people he must bring 
forth fruits meet for repentance. Inves- 
tigation will show Mr. Hitchcock apd the 
president that the great majority of the 
men whom Mr. Lorimer has to propose 
for office are for various reasons unfitted 
for federal appointments, and that his 
friends now in office ought not to be con- 
tinued there. President Roosevelt sought 
to justify the appointment of Jamieson 
and Hoy on the ground of political neces- 
sity—that their selection was the price 
he paid for the senatorial and congres- 
sional support of measures which he 
deemed important to the general welfare. 
Able though his argument was, it failed 
to convince. These appointments, like 
‘others of the sort, constituted one of the 
defects in Mr. Roosevelt’s administration 
and indicated a charateristic weakness 
which he displayed when overanxious to 
attain his end. The character of Presi- 
dent Taft's appointments up to date leads 
us to believe and to hope that he will not 
follow his predecessor in this respect and 
permit the use of federal patronage for 
the reconstruction of a machine such as 
he denounced in his own county in Ohibd. 


; RIOTING AT PITTSBURG. 

The workmen employed by the Pressed 
Sieel Car company may have had real 
grievances when 8,000 of them walked 
out six weeks ago. They declared thut 
no precautions were taken for safeguard- 
ing them while they were at work. They 
made other statements explanatory of, 
their withdrawal from the mills. When 
the company took them at their word 
and hired other people 
they began the acts of violence which 
had a culmination in the riot of Sundays. 

For nearly all of the time since the 
walkout took place, six weeks ago, there 
has been trouble. Hardly a day has 
passed without some bloodshed. State 
troops have been on guard. A _ great 
company of deputy sheriffs has been in 
service. Detectives have been every- 
where. But the authorities have been 
too lenient with the strikers. They have 
not checked them in minor affrays. The 
inevitable result has followed, The strik- 
ers have lost respect for the law, have 
ceased to fear the troops and deputy sher- 
iffs, have taken human life, *damaged 
property, and so overstepped the bounds 
of order and decency that they have lost 
every claim to sympathy. 

They met a deputy sheriff on his way 
to his post of duty, dragged him from a 
car, kicked him, jumped on him, and then 
shot him. When the doctor pronounced 
him dead they gave a wild cheer, They 
attacked an ambulance on its way to the 
hospital, frightened the driver from his 
seat, and made the horses run away, re- 
gardiess of the wounded men inside the 
yehicle. They are even charged with a 
repetition of a step taken in the famous 
Homestead strike, when poison was 
placed in the food supply of the strike- 
breakers. For rioters of this type the

UTHORITATIVE announcements in 
the leading English papers to the 
effect that King Edward has placed a 
suite of rooms in Kensington palace 
at the permanent disposal of the king 
and queen of Spain for use whenever they 
visit London, and that not only is the young 
queen coming to England for a prolonged 
stay but that she proposes to spend more of 
her time in England thgn heretofore, are 
not calculated to endear her to the people 
of the land of her adoption, Instead it is an 
announcement so utterly devoid of tact and 
of consideration of the feelings of the Span- 


that it is to be hoped that an official denial 
thereof wil] be published in the shortest pos- 
sible order and that special pains will be 
taken to make it known in Spain. 

The Spaniards always have been exceed- 
ingly prejudiced against everything foreign 
—a disposition which they probably have 
inherited from their Moorish ancestors. For 
there are few families in Spain, whether 
noble or peasant, that have not a strain of 
Berber blood in their veins, dating from the 
time of the Moorish domination of the Iberian 
peninsula. Every foreign consort of a Span- 
ish king has had to suffer through this na- 
tional prejudice, which, indeed, had the ef- 
fect of driving the royal Italian Duke Ama- 
deus of Aosta into resigning the throne of 
Spain, ta which the representatives of the 
people themselves had elected him. 

The queen mother Christine, to whom 
Spain owes so deep a debt of gratitude for 
the sagacity, unselfishness, and untiring de- 
votion with which she administered the re- 
gency during the sixteen years that ‘Inter- 
vened between her husband's death and her 
son's majority, was handicapped in all her 
labors for the country by the unreasoning 
prejudice of her son's lieges against her on 
account of her foreign birth. 

Queen Ena is an object of still greater 
prejudice in the land of her adoption. The 
fact that she was reared as a Protestant 
causes the foes of the dynasty to Insist that 
her conversion on the eve of her marriage 
was not sincere and only wes gone through 
by her in order to obtain a place on the 
throne. Moreover, she is perhaps more set 
in her foreign ways than Queen Christine— 
possibly because she has not yet had suffi- 
cient time to get entirely rid of them. She 
adheres to many of her English customs and 
seems happiest when she has English rela- 
tives staying with her—some of them are 
with her most of the time—all of which con- 
stitutes a perpetual reminder to the people 
that she is a foreigner rather than a Span- 
lard and that she still prefers the land of her 
birth to the land of her adoption. 

The announcement-in the English papers 
that she is going to spend much more time 
in England than heretofore with her children. 
and that King Edward actually has placed a 
permanent residence @t her and Don Alfonso's 
disposal for use as their headquarters in 
England, is certain to render things at 
Madrid even more difficult for her and also 
for her husband.

When the late duke of Pless, who was 
grand huntsman to the Prussian crown, died 
two years ago, considerable astonishment 
was created by the failure of the kaiser to 
continue the title of duke to his old friend's 
son and heir, who has been obliged to con- 
tent himself with the minor dignity of prince 
yon Pless. It was rumored in court circles, 
however, that this token of imperial dis- 
pleasure was aimed rather at the late duke 
himself than at his son, and it was pointed 
out that something akin to an estrangement 
had arisen between the emperor and the old 
duke a short time before the latter's demise. 

It seems that the duke, whose second wife, 
now his widow, by birth a member of the 
princely house of Dohna, is a most charming 
woman and extremely popular at court, be- 
came infatuated in the concluding years of 
his life with a woman of the name of Frau 
Otto Knoepfke. 

The woman’s husband, who is a merchant, 
instead of demanding a divorce, set to work 
to extort money from the duke under the 
threat of exposure, and managed to secure 
first of all separate payments amounting to 
several thousands of dollars each. and ulti- 
mately an annuity of $3.000. Not satisfied 
with this, the man made still further de- 
mands, on receiving which the duke had a 
stroke to which he succumbed. 

About a year ago Otto Knoepfke com- 
menced making demands on the duke’s son 
and heir, assuming that, being enormously 
rich, the prince would pay any price rather 
than allow his father’s name to be be- 
smirched. The prince, however, seems to 
have found the man altogether too extor- 
tionate. He communicated with the police, 
had the fellow arrested on charges of black- 
mail, and the affair has just reached its 
climax in the conviction and senténcing of 
Otto Knoepfke to a term of several years’ im- 
prisonment with hard labor. 

The kaiser seems to have become aware of 
the infatuation of the old duke some tima 
before the latter’s death and to have resented 
his treatment of the duchess in the matter. 
He also is said to be angered against the 
prince on the ground that it would have been 
preferable to make any sacrifice rather than 
to lay bare in the courts the misconduct of 
his father and thus to involve one of the 
greatest names of the Prussian aristocracy 
in a public scandal.

Onwentsia’s Assistant Secretary 
Taken in Spiritualist Raid. 


GAVE HER MAIDEN NAME.

Mrs. A. T. Webb May Prosecute Police- 
man Who Made Picture Public. 


Members of the Onwentsia club yesterday 
became disagreeably surprised over the dis- 
closure that their assistant secretary, Mrs. 
A. T. Webb, widow of a former Chicago 
physician, was one of the prisoners taken in 
a raid on a spiritualistic seance at the house 
of “ Prot.” James Payne, 892 West Congress 
street, on July 11 last. 

Accompanying Mrs Webb to the Desplaines 
street police station via the patro} wagon 
route were eighteen other men and women, 
many of whom are colored. 

At the time of the raid the police believed 
they had a womanjof some importance in the 
Aistinguished leeitng prisoner - who gave her 
name as “Theresa Vaughn,” hut no one 
then had any idea that she was the assistant 
secretary of the Onwentsia club. “ Vaughn ” 
is the maiden name of Mrs. Webb. Her 
brother is Policeman Jeremiah C. Vaughn 
of the Stanton avenue police station. 


Club to Drop Matter. 

The first impulse of the members of the 
club was to take the matter before the board 
of governors, but they later changed their 
minds, and it is not likely that anythinz fur- 
ther will come from the incident in that quar- 
ter. 

There is, however, likely to be a police angle 
{0 the story, for relatives and friends of Mrs. 
Webb threaten to take before the trial board 
Sergt. Barry, whom they accuse of taking 
one of Mrs. Webb’s portraits from a dresser 
in Mrs. Payne’s room and making !t public. 
Payne claims that about $1,000 worth of dia- 
monds disappeared during the raid. 

Mra. Webb wae driven to the verge of hys- 
terics by the raid and offered Sergt. Barry 
$100 for the return of her picture, it is 
claimed, and Payne's wife, who was Miss 
Mollie Smith of Milwaukee previous to her 
marriage twelve years ago, has been confined 
to her room ever since, 


Indictments Are Quashed. 

The arrests were made under a city or- 
dinance passed Dec. 16, 1907. Attorney L. D. 
Condee, law partner of Attorney Edwin A. 
Munger, personal counsel for Mrs. Webb, 
and Attormey Edward H. Morris, colored, ap- 
peared for the defendants, and last Saturday 
had the indtctments against all the prisoners 
quashed on the ground that the ordinance 
was unconstitutional. Later, the city pro- 
cured the right to amend their petition as to 
Payne, and Municipal Judge Walker allowed 
untl] tomorrow for the amendment, remark- 
ing, though, that he didn’t see how the city 
could prosecute under that ordinance.

Officials of Leading Western 
- Roads Meet in Chicago to 
Discuss Subject. 


TWO CENTS THE MINIMUM 


Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners Are Scheduled to 
Gather on Sept. 8. 


The officers of the leading western railroads 
are making another effort to stop the cutting 
of passenger rates for excursions and con- 
vermtions and to establish 2 cents a mile as 
the minimum rate for passenger fares 
‘throughout the western states that have 
passed laws reducing fares. 

A meeting of executive officials of the Chi- 
cago roads was held yesterday in the office 
of President E. P. Ripley of the Santa Fé 
railway to consider the subject and to dis- 
cuss way and means of bringing about the 
@esired object. A similar meeting was held 
last Friday in the office of president B. L. 
Winchel! of the Rock Island system. 

It was Officially stated that no definite de- 
eision had yet been reached, as all of the 
‘roads have not been represented, but the in- 
tention is’ to secure an agreement so that 
reduted rates below the regular fares will be 
discontinued after the first of the year. 

At present’ the usual practice is to make 
a rate of a fare and a half for the round 
trip for occasions at which there is an at- 
tendance of 1,000 or more traveling by rail. 


This arrangement was decided upon by the 


roads in the Western Passenger association, 
to take effect until Nov. 15, after the failure 
of an agreement to keep the rates up to 2 
cents a mile. 

Work for Uniform Rate. 

Since the passage of two-cent fare laws 
generally throughout the western states 
@ strong effort has been made each year to 
prevent concessions below the rates legally 
established, as the theory on which such 
laws were passed was that of a uniform rate 
for all. Two years ago such an agreement 
was made but it only Jasted until an eppii- 
cation was made for a reduced rate to the Re- 
publican’ national convention in Chicago. 
Last fall practically all of the western 
roads voted to discontinue special low 
rates except for suburban business and 
week-end excursions but the plan was 
knocked out by the opposition of two or 
three roads which depended;largely for their 
traffic on“ bargain-rate excursions and 
‘$n one or two, eases rates have been made 
“this summer a8 low as one cent a mile. 

Nq predictions are made by the railroad 
men as to whether their plan will be success- 
ful. The roads which believe in making 
-gpecia! low rates argue that they could afford 
to make rates as low as one cent a mile 
provided they could know in advance just 
how many cars would be needed, as is usually 


“the case on a special excursion, because 


every seat would be filled and there would be 
no waste mileage. 
Big Empty Seat Mileage. 

On the other hand, the roads who enjoy a 
large regular business but who in keeping 
wp their:service run up a big empty car 
mileage or empty seat mileage, claim thata 
uniform 2 cent rate is no more than com- 
pensatory, while in many cases they have de- 
clared in court that this rate is confiscatory 
in some states. 

The state railroad and warehouse commis- 
gion has issued its docket of petitions for 
additions to and changes in the Illinois 
‘classification of freight rates, and announce- 


' ment is made that consideration will be given 


these Betitions at a meeting to be held in the 
Chicago office of the board on Sept. 8. 

The docket contains forty-one items. cov- 
ering a wide range of commodities, and in 
addition to containing requests for changes 

‘on the more important commodities, such as 
agricultural implements, grains, packing 
house products, chemicals, and petroleum, 

-also contains petitions for ratings on articles 
at present not specifically provided for. 

’ As the commission has recently decided 
that it has jurisdiction over express com- 
panies, it is expected that many complaints 
of alleged excessive rates of the express com-

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SLIGHT RALLY HELPS STOCKS 


Price Changes Are Unimportant 
in Most Cases, However. 


SMALL VOLUME OF TRADING. 


Harriman’s Health Continues to Be 
Topic in Wall Street. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 
NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—[Special.J—On a 
rally which occurred after midday today 
the stock market recovered a little more than 
it had lost during the morning, when a sharp 
recovery occurred extending to as much 
a8 a couple of points in some of the active 
stocks. 

The afternoon's upward movement was 
sufficiently pronounced in Union Pacific and 
United States Steel and in a few other stocks 
lesS conspicuous in the trading to result ip 
net gains of over a point, but in most cases 
the strength in the afternoon so nearly off- 
set the weakness of the morning that the 
net changes on either side of the account 
were restricted to fractions. 

The volume of trading was considerably 
lighter than on any day last week, the total 
for the day falling around 100,000 shares 
short of the milifon share mark, which was 
exceeded in each of last week's ful! sessions. 


Harriman Factor Considered. 

All in all the day's movements on the stock 
exchange left the impression that traders 
were uncertain of the market’s position, 
with some disposition, however, to anticipate 
favorable developments in the Harriman 
properties following the expected arrival here 
of Harriman himself, whose condition of 
health, reported from midocean, remained 
today the topic of discussion, despite the 
feeling generally expressed that the stock 
exchange had already too long committed 
the day to day fortunes of the stock market 
to the reported variations in the health of 
the head of the Union Pacific. 

But even this factor, which was reflected in 
an advance of 1% points in Union Pacific, wgs 
complicated by what appeared to bean effort 
in the late trading to advance the market 
at the expense of the short interest left over 
from jast week's trading. 

Crop Demands Will Be Heavy. 

Further reflection of the season's excél- 
lent crop outlook was shown in the cereal 
markets today, which declined here and at 
the interlor. One of the influencing factors 
in this decline was a sharp break in the 
price of cash wheat in Minneapolis, due to 
the large arrivals of new wheat at that mar- 
ket.

SEAL AGENT’S REPORT MISSING; 
ALARM FELT BY GOVERNMENT. 


Japanese Pelagic Sealing Expeditions, 
Known to Be Near Pribiloff Islands, 


Give Chief Cause for Concern. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—Officials of the 
department of commerce and labor feel con 
siderable concern because of the nonreceipt 
of the report of Agent W. I. Lembkey giving 
the number of seald taken on the Pribiloff 
islands by the North American Commercial 
company, which leases the sealing rights 
from the government. 

The report should have been received by 
Aug. 10, but nothing has been heard from 
Mr. Lembkey. ‘The fact that there were 
known to be a number of Japanese pelagic 
sealing expeditions in the vicinity of the is- 
lands is the chief cause for the alarm. 

When Mr. Lembkey went to the islands last 
season he took with him two mountain howit- 
zers and a quantity of side arms. All of his 
men were thoroughly armed. Raids on the 
islands have been numerous in the last sev- 
eral years, and the Japanese were particular- 
ly daring, it was said, about the time the 
season closed. The revenue cutter in that 
vicinity was kept engaged in-patrolling and 
watching sealers, who kept so close to the 
islands that unless under known surveil- 
lance they did not hesitate to kill the herds 
in ruthless manner. 

If nothing is heard from Mr. Lembkey 
this week it is likely that word wil! be dis- 
patched to the revenue cutter to investigate. 
The government lessees are not allowed to 
exceed an annual kill of 15,000 seals. For the 
pasts two years the lessees have encountered 
difficulty in obtaining the quota permitted 
by their contract and the scarcity appeared 
to have emboldened the pelagic sealers. 


COURT REPRIMANDS PARENTS 
FIGHTING OVER THEIR CHILD. 


Mrs. Franklin J. Mayo Given Tempo- 
rary Custody of Girl, Judge Reserv- 
ing Final Ruling. 


Franklin J. Mayo and his wife were both 
reprimanded yesterday by Judge Chetlain in 
the Superior court, before whom they ap- 
peared to contest for possession of their 
child. Mayo, an accountant, 4559 Indiana 
avenue, sought to get the custody of the 
child, Jeannette, 3 years old, from his wife 
on a writ of habeas corpus, saying she de- 
serted him and took the child with her 
through no fault of his and had repeatedly 
refused to return. 

Mrs. Mayo said her husband did not sup- 
port her and the child as he should. Heslept 
late mornings, she charged, and was negli- 
gent. 

Judge Chetlain said Mayo had not done 
his full duty to his famiiy. 

‘And Mrs. Mayo has shown that she isa 
selfish woman,”’ continued the judge. ‘‘ She 
seems to care only for herself and child. and 
who knows but that in time she will cease 
to care for her child, as she has for her hus- 
band? 

“I will permit the mother to have the 
child temporarily, but will reserve a ruling 
on the case.”’ 

Mrs. Mayo recently caused the arrest of 
her husband, charging that he stole the 
child from her mother’s home, Mrs. Robert 
Hughes, at Niles, Mich. May@ was dis- 
charged.

Will Try Soldier for Failure to 
Attend Encampment, 


ACTION STIRS MILITARY. 


Tribunal Begins Its Sessions in Armory 
at Clinton. 


Clinton, IiL, Aug. 23.—[Special. }—The first 
court martial which has occurred in the 
Fifth regiment, I. N. G., within the last forty 
years convened tonight in the armory of 
company E. It will try Private Velma Webb, 
who refused to go to Springfield to attend 
the encampment in July. 

He was taken to camp by a squad of his 
fellow soldiers, by the order of Capt. W. E.

Johnson of Bloomington, William Smith of 
Decatur, and A. F. Lagerweil were the other 
members. Webb's defense was that he could 
not leave his employer because of work and 
that other members of the company had been 
excused.

MAN SUED FOR NOTE PAYMENT 
MAKES “POKER LOSS” DEFENSE 


Opposing Counsel in Cross Examination 
Grills Kalamazoo Player as Being a 
Welcher in Gambling. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Aug. 23.—[Special.]— 
Testimony was heard today in the Municipal 
court in five suits brought by George Polasky 
of this city against David Blumenthal, a De- 
troit banker, tb recover for notes aggregating 
over $1.200. Polasky claimed it was a legiti- 
mate debt, but Blumenthal set up the defense 
that the notes were given for money loaned to 
him while playing poker. 

Blumenthal swore the notes were for “ bal- 
ances’ lost in poker games. He said the 
sessions in a Detroit hotel had been going on 
for two years and were pretty regular. Po- 
lasky ‘‘ usually won,’* swore the defendan*. 
The attorney for Polasky cross examined 
him savagely. 

“ Wihen you won you took the money, but 
when you lost you paid in notes—isn’t that 
the kind of man you are?’”’ 

The defense objected, but was overruled. 


MAN WHO SLEW OFFICER TRIED. 


Court Martial of Corporal Crabtree, Who 
Shot Captain; Begins at Fort 
Crook. 


Omaha, Neb., Aug. 23.—The trial by court 
martial of Corporal Lisle Crabtree of troop 
B, Second United States cavalry, on the 
charge of killing his company commander, 
Capt. John C. Raymond, at Fort Des Moines 
on June 13, began at Fort Crook today. 

The plea of the defense is insanity. In 
connection with the murder charge Corporal 
Crabiree is called upon to answer to the 
charge of shooting with deadly intent First 
Sergeant Washburn and Corporal! Such at 
the same time Capt Raymond was killed. 

Corporal Crabtree overstaid a leave of 
absence and Capt. Raymond reprimanded 
him. A moment later Crabtree drew a pistol 
and began shooting at the officer. He then 
turmed the weapon on Corporal Such and 
First Sergeant Washburn, wounding them 
both. The two men with Capt. Raymond at- 
tempted to disarm Crabtree and it was then 
that Capt. Raymond received the wound 
from which he died on July 3. 

Various witnesses testified that Crabtree 
was not intoxicated on the day of the shoot- 
ing. He was quoted as saying that Capt. 
Raymond was the best officer he ever knew. 


GIRL BOOKKEEPER IN TOILS. 


Miss Johanna Furlong Arrested on 
Charge of Embezzlement of $205 
on Complaint of A. C. Schafer. 


Miss Johanna Furlong, a bookkeeper for 
the E. F. Winterson company, 45 Wabash av- 
enue, was arrested yesterday on a charge of 
embezzlement.
